I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Health  Department  for  1965. 
I commenced  my  duties  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  1st  March,  1965.  During  the 
year,  following  similar  representations  made  by  my  predecessor  I reported  on  die  adverse 
staff  situation  in  the  department.  We  were  short  of  one  Public  Health  Inspector  throughout 
the  year  and  this  was  aggravated  by  absences.  Fortunately  you  appointed  Mr.  Dennis 
Havard  as  Technical  Assistant  in  April  and  this  helped  greatly  as  he  was  able  to  get  on  with 
the  work  connected  with  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963.  This  he  did 
to  good  effect  and  during  the  year  an  additional  80  premises  were  registered  bringing  die 
total  to  511  and  249  were  given  a general  inspection.  Other  work  in  the  Department  was 
behind  schedule. 

Just  before  my  appointment  you  resolved  that  Mr.  Phillips,  the  Senior  Public  Health 
Inspector,  should  in  future  submit  reports  in  his  own  name,  and  attend  meetings  of  the 
Health  and  Highways,  and  Housing  and  Planning  Committees. 

The  Health  Department  moved  to  the  new  Civic  Centre  ip  October,  vacating  the 
Dyfed  Road  premises  which  had  been  occupied  for  about  30  years.  The  arrangements  of 
the  rooms  at  the  Civic  Centre  were  not  ideal  probably  due  to  lack  of  liaison  between  the 
department  and  the  architect  in  the  design  stage. 

Unpleasant  odours  in  the  town  had  been  experienced  for  a couple  of  years  and  a 
meeting  was  held  between  this  authority,  Neath  Rural  District  Council,  Port  Talbot  Borough 
Council  and  the  Management  of  B.P.  Refinery  (Llandarcy)  Ltd.,  who  did  not  accept  that 
they  were  responsible.  The  problem  seemed  to  have  been  solved  because  the  department 
had  no  complaints  and  had  no  cause  to  report  on  this  matter  to  the  Health  Committee  during 
the  year. 

Early  in  the  year  the  department  began  co-operating,  in  a survey  into  bronchitis 
with  tire  Welsh  National  School  of  Medicine,  by  increasing  the  measurements  of  atmospheric 
pollution.  Two  units  for  measuring  were  constructed  in  tire  department.  Both  were  auto- 
matic 8 port,  smoke  stain,  and  sulphur  dioxide  recorders,  one  placed  at  Hengwrt  School 
and  the  other  in  the  new  Civic  Centre. 

During  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  issued  a circular 
urging  all  local  authorities  to  provide  free  hand  washing  facilities  in  their  public  con- 
veniences, in  the  interest  of  hygiene. 

In  December,  after  a few  days  of  rain,  extensive  flooding  took  place  in  the  Borough 
1 — over  200  houses  being  involved.  Little  could  be  done  by  the  department  except  the 
issuing  of  disinfectant  to  help  in  cleaning  up. 

There  is  little  in  the  statistics  which  requires  comment,  except  possibly  the  low 
figure  for  new  houses  built  by  the  Council.  Ten  new  houses  in  1965  compared  with  an 
average  of  over  100  annually  for  the  previous  six  years. 

I wish  to  thank  the  staff  of  the  health  department  for  their  support  during  the  year 
and  also  the  officers  and  staff  of  other  departments,  and  the  Members  of  the  Council  for 
their  co-operation.

DYFED  ROAD  SWIMMING  POOL 

This  pool  has  been  operating  since  1961  and  has  the  following  dimensions:  110ft. 
long,  40ft.  wide,  3ft.  6ins.  to  lift.  6ins.  deep.  There  is  a smaller  pool  used  by  children 
40ft.  Jong,  12ft.  wide  and  2ft.  6ins.  to  4ft.  deep.  The  total  capacity  is  203,000  gallons  and 
the  pools  are  drained  annually  and  refilled  from  the  domestic  mains  supply.  Filtration  is 
by  one  horizontal  pressure  filter  which  has  a capacity  of  250  gallons  per  sq.  ft.  per  hour. 
This  results  in  48,000  gallons  being  filtered  per  hour  so  that  the  turnover  time  is  4Vz  hours. 
jThe  water  is  chlorinated  by  the  “breakpoint”  method  and  this  is  rigidly  controlled  by 
frequent  sampling  taken  throughout  each  day.  Results  of  water  analysis  are  consistently 
good.  There  are  a footbath  and  showers  for  males  and  females  with  36  male  and  27  female 
changing  cubicles.  Safety  provisions  include  one  minuteman  resuscitation  apparatus,  one 
lifiesaving  pole  20ft.  long  and  two  direct  Brooks’  airway  tubes.  Two  qualified  lifesavers 
are  on  duty  at  all  times.  The  building  also  contains  public  baths.

No.  44,  Vzlb.  Pork  Sausages  which  were  satisfactory  in  that  it  contained  65.0  per  cent 
of  meat  (calculated  as  raw  pork)  but  unsatisfactory  by  reason  that  the  sample  contained  225 
parts  per  million  of  sulphur  dioxide  preservative,  the  presence  of  which  was  not  declared. 

The  person  concerned  in  the  contravention  arising  from  the  absence  of  a properly 
exhibited  notice  was  informed  and  action  was  taken  to  supply  all  the  shops  under  his  control 
with  such  notices  and  the  Managers  were  reminded  of  the  need  for  these  to  be  properly 
exhibited. 

Sample  No.  45,  meat  pies,  were  unsatisfactory  by  reason  that  they  contained- 13.0  per 
cent  of  meat  (calculated  as  raw  beef  on  the  whole  pie). 

There  is  no  legal  standard  laid  down  but  the  comments  of  the  Public  Analyst  refer 
to  an  acceptable  standard  which  it  is  considered  should  be  a meat  content  of  at  least  20 
per  cent  for  meat  pies.  We  wrote  to  the  responsible  officer  of  the  manufacturers  concerned 
drawing  his  attention  to  this  matter  and  warned  him  that  if,  in  the  future,  formal  samples 
showed  that  pies  contained  less  than  20  per  cent  meat  content  as  indicated  we  would  recom- 
mend to  the  Council  that  proceedings  be  taken. 

Sample  No.  112,  Soluble  Asprin  Tablets,  and  Sample  No.  118,  Soluble  Acetylsalicylic 
Tablets,  were  unsatisfactory  in  that  the  amount  of  free  salicylic  acid  was  excessive  and  did 
not  come  within  the  limit  set  out  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  1963.  The  remainder  of 
these  tablets  were  withdrawn  from  sale.

WATER  SUPPLY 

Water  samples  were  taken  monthly  over  the  year  for  bacteriological  and  chemical 
examination  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratories,  Cardiff  and  Swansea,  and  copies  cf  the 
results  were  submitted  to  the  Borough  Engineer.  They  were  taken  from  the  town  supplies 
which  are  drawn  from  the  Gnoll,  Briton  Ferry  and  Ystradfellte  Reservoirs,  after  treatment. 
The  first  two  supplies  are  filtered  and  chlorinated,  but  the  latter  is  only  chlorinated.

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MEAT  INSPECTION 

Meat  Inspection  was  regularly  carried  out  in/  the  Borough  Slaughterhouse  during  the 
year  and,  when  necessary,  in  the  butchers’  shops  and  stalls. 

Complete  inspection  is  maintained  and  one  or  other  of  your  Public  Health  Inspectors 
is  engaged  on  a full  time  basis  on  this  work.  It  will  be  appreciated  that  this  involves  even- 
ing work,  as  well  as  Saturdays  and  Bank  Holidays. 

Some  butchers  brought  their  own  animals  in  for  slaughter,  but  the  majority  are 
obtaining  their  supplies  from  wholesale  dealers. 

Most  of  the  stock  slaughtered  was  for  butchers’  meat  and  proved  of  good  quality. 

Regulations  for  the  prevention  of  cruelty  to  animals  and  the  provision  of  the  Meat 
Inspection  Regulations,  1963,  were  complied  with. 

Condemned  carcases,  parts  of  carcases  and  offal,  were  detained  in  the  condemned 
room  pending  collection  by  the  disposal  contractors,  and  were  coloured  before  being  released.

Renewal  of  licences  under  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act  were  granted  to  5 licensed 
slaughtermen  during  the  year. 

FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS,  1955 

Premises  and  vehicles  are  inspected  to  ensure  the  proper  handling  of  food,  protection 
against  contamination  and  to  ensure  compliance  with  these  Regulations.  Eighteen  Notices 
were  served  during  the  year  under  these  Regulations. 

BUTCHERS'  SHOPS 

There  were  21  shops  and  8 stalls,  mostly  owned  by  individual  butchers. 

All  these  shops  and  stalls  are  periodically  visited,  mainly  to  determine  the  general 
conditions  of  the  premises,  equipment,  cleanliness  and  disposal  of  waste.  The  visits  were 
also  made  to  examine  their  products  and  issue  certificates  where  unsound  goods  were 
voluntarily  surrendered. 
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OTHER  PREMISES  WHERE  FOOD  IS  SOLD,  STORED 
OR  PREPARED  FOR  SALE 

1.  BAKEHOUSES : 

There  were  5 premises  used  in  the  production  of  bread  and  flour  confectionery.  Major 
improvements  were  carried  out  in  one  establishment  during  the  year  and  efforts  were  made 
to  obtain  a good  standard  of  cleanliness  ini  all  premises.  No  complaint  of  vermim  was  re- 
ceived during  the  year  in  respect  of  any  of  these  premises. 

2.  AERATED  WATER  WORKS  : 

Three  factories  were  engaged  in  the  production  of  soft  drinks,  vinegar  and  gravy 
browning. 

Samples  of  their  products  and  the  water  supplies  were  taken  during  the  year,  with 
satisfactory  results. 

3.  ICE  CREAM  : 

Ice  cream  production  in  die  area  was  made  by  the  Cold  Mix  Method  and  supplied 
to  businesses  associated  with  the  producers. 

The  main  ice  cream  supply  in  the  Borough  is  obtained  from  national  firms  but  small 
quantities  are  procured  from  suppliers  in  neighbouring  towns. 

Seven  samples  were  collected  and  submitted  for  examination  in  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Cardiff,  and  the  results  given  as  follows:

4.  FISH  FRYING  BUSINESSES  : 

Eighteen  premises  were  used  in  the  sale  of  fried  fish  and  chipped  potatoes.  No 
change  in  the  structure  or  major  alterations  to  equipment  was  noticed,  but  they  were  kept 
clean,  waste  was  suitably  stored  and  disposed  of  and  no  complaints  received. 

5.  FISH  SHOPS  AND  HAWKERS  : 

There  were  5 premises  used  for  the  sale  of  fresh  fish.  Conditions  were  satisfactory 
and  no  complaint  was  received. 

Four  persons  used  their  vehicles  for  hawking  fresh  fish  in  the  Borough,  two  of  them 
being  residents  in  the  Area. 

6.  HOTELS.  RESTAURANTS,  CAFES  AND  CANTEENS  : 

There  were  43  hotels,  restaurants  and  cafes  catering  for  the  needs  of  the  public. 
On  inspection  some  minor  improvements  and  redecoration  were  carried  out  in  some  of  these 
premises.  No  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  in  the  Borough. 

Canteens  are  provided  in  the  schools  and  factories  and  are  equipped  with  modern 
equipment  and  appliances.  Eighteen  canteens  operated  during  the  year  in  the  Borough. 

7.  HOSPITALS : 

Periodical  visits  were  made  to  Neath  General  Hospital  in  order  to  carry  out  examina- 
tion of  foodstuff,  so  as  to  ascertain  its  fitness  for  human  consumption.

There  were  83  licensed  premises  and  registered  clubs  in  1965  situated  within  the 
Borough.  On  inspection  conditions  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

S.  PET  ANIMALS  ACT: 

Four  licences  were  granted  under  the  above  Act  to  persons  trading  in  pet  animals. 
The  premises  were  visited  and  the  conditions  of  the  licences  were  complied  with. 

9.  THE  RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT,  1951  : 

The  re-registration  of  two  premises  under  this  Act  was  granted  in  1965.  On  inspec- 
tion of  these  premises  the  filling  materials  were  found  to  have  been  obtained  from:  licensed 
factories.

A successful  sewer  treatment  was  carried  out  during  the  year  by  Rentokil  Laboratories 
Ltd.  The  poison  used  was  fluorocetamide,  and  some  300  sewer  entrances  were  baited. 
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REFUSE  TIP 

The  only  Refuse  Tip  in  the  Borough  is  situated  on  marshland  at  Giants  Grave,  Briton 
Ferry.  Controlled  tipping  is  carried  out  and  the  Council  have  a contract  with  Rentokil 
Laboratories  for  regular  monthly  treatment  for  rodent  control. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

NEW  FURNACES : 

No  applications  were  received  for  prior  approval  during  the  year,  and  no  notice 
of  new  installations. 

MEASUREMENT  OF  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION: 

Records  of  the  Rainfall  and  deposited  matter  in  the  gauge  kept  on  the  roof  of  the 
Public  Health  Offices,  Dyfed  Road,  Neath,  as  well  as  of  the  sulphation  of  the  standard 
lead  peroxide  candles”  exposed  in  the  approved;  louvred  box  placed  near  the  gauge,  were 
kept  during  the  year.  Examination  was  carried  out  by  the  Public  Analyst  in  Cardiff,  and 
the  result  recorded  on  the  standard  forms  supplied  by  the  Department  of  Scientific  and 
Industrial  Research  who  summarise  the  results  from  various  parts  of  the  country  and  circulate 
them  to  the  Co-operating  Bodies. 

The  Council  is  a Member  of  the  two  national  bodies  in  this  field,  the  Department 
of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  and  the  National  Society  for  Clean  Air.
